SOViMARY  OF  FOREIGN  ' CROP' PROSPECTS. 

Plowxrg  and  preparation  of  the  soil  for  winter  seeding  has  raade 
good  progress  throughout  itost  of  the  northern  hemisphere' and  i's  nearing 
cooipletion  in  mahy  "countries.    .Recent  rains  l  in 'Germany,  Rcumania,  Hungary 
and  Central  Europe  in  general  have  put  the  soil  in  excellent  condition  and 
will  tend  to  result  in  an  increase  in -acreage.   ■  Recent  rains  have  greatly 
facilitated  fall  seeding  in  Great  Britain  and  the  soil  is  generally  in  a 

excellent  tilth-     The  present  outlook  however  indicates 
FAII  SOW  GRAINS    a  prohahle  reduction  in  acreage.      The  drouth  is  again  • 

becoming  serious  in  Fraiice  and  fall  seeding  is  being 
delayed^.    Further  good  rains  have  generally  benefited  conditions  is  • 
British  India 'and  it  is  probable  that  a  normal  acreage  will  be  sewn  to 
wheat.      The  prospects  are  not  favorable  for.  an  increase  in  the  wheat- 
acreage  in  North  Africa  as  the  growers  are  discouraged  over  present  prices. 
Moisture  conditions  have  been  favorable  in  Canada  and  the  seeding  of  winter 
wheat  is  nearly  completed-      Seeding  is  practically  completed  in  the 
northern  and  central  sections  of  the  United  States  and  some  seeding  is 
being  done  in  the  far  western  States,  "but  rain  is  greatly  needed  in  this 
section  to  facilitate  seeding  and  germination. 

A  recent  cojimuriication  from  the  Agricultural  Commissioner  of  the 
United  States,  Bureau  of  Markets  and.  Crop  Estimates,  stationed  in  Argentina 
states  that  "on  September  30  in  the  northern  province  of  Buenos  Aires  and 
in  the  Pampa  Central  wheat  is  still  being  sown,  which  is  nearly  a  month 

later  than  is  usually  done.    This  is  due  to  the 
SOUTHSK:  HFMXSHTERE    ?Ttr'=?mely  cold  and  dry  weather  of  July  ,  and  August  so 

that  seeding  was  impossible  at  the  customary  time- 
Owing  to  these  late  seedings  the  first  figures  for  area  sewn  v/ill  not  be 
compiled  until  the  latter  part  of  October  and  will  not  be  available  to  the 
public  until  a  little  later."      The  rains  have  also  greatly  benefited  the 
wheat 'where  up  and  the  prospect  for  that  part  of  the  coming  crop  is  much 
improved-    Good  rains  ha^e  benefited  crops  in  Uruguay  and  a  wheat  crop  of 
about  one— third  more  than  last  year  is  new  expected.     Weather  conditions 
continue  favorable  in  Australia  and  cons-ider^^  the  increase  in  acreage 
and  the  favorable  growing  conditions  a  largeycrop  is  expected*    Good  gains 
are  also  reported  from  South  Africa  over  the  bulk  of  the  wheat  growing  area. 

Threshing  of  the  grain  crop  for  1921  is  now  practically  completed* 
Sain  interfered  somewhat  with  threshing  in  some  sectiojis  of  Canada  ^d  a  • 
slight  reduction  "both  in  quantity  and  quality  of  the  wheat  crop  may  result.

The  ccndition  of  crops  in  China  is  generally  reported  to  "be  dis- 
appointing*    Excessive  rains  in  the  early  part  of  the  growing  season 
succeeded  "by  a  long  continued  drouth  caused  much  damage.   As  no  statistics 
are  available  it  is  impossible  to  state  the  amount  of  damage  done  but  the 
general  belief  is  that  crops  are  quite  a  bit  belov?  average.      The  wheat 

crop  in  the  Yangtze  Valley  in  1921  has  proved  about  60  percent  of 
CHINA      the  normal  and  20  per  cent  belo.v  that  of  1S20.    In  Shanturig  and 

Chihle  the  crop  is  again  very  poor  and  almost  as  bad  as  last  yearns 
production  when  the  great  famine  occurred.    The  crops  in  Southern  Manchuria 
are  reported  to  be  quite  abundant  excepting  part  of  the  liao  "Valley,  In 
general  crops  are  expected  to  yield  about  20  per  cent  above  average.  The 
condition  is  not  ao  favorable  in  Northern  Manchuria  and  the  continued  drouth 
in  the  Hunchun  District  has  nearly  killed  the  bean  and  Italian  millet  crops* 
The  wheat  crop  for  northern  Ivianchuria  is  expected  to  'be  about  QO  per  cent 
belcw  average. 

The  prospects  for  the  rice  crop  in  British  India  continue  to  slicw 
improvement.      The  ccndition  is  good  to  excellent  in  the  Central  Provinces* 
Winter  paddy  is  normal  irx  Bengal  but  poor  in  Assam  while  transplanted  rice 
in  Assam  is  reported  to  be  good.      Owing  to  the  improved  prospects  for  India 
in  general  the  price  of  rice  ha.s  fallen  appreciably  in  most  provinces. 

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  yield  of  rice  in  Japan  in  1821 
RICE        is  given  as  18,241,439,000  popnds  (hulled)  as  compared  with 

19,849,197,000  pounds  in  1920.    Recent  figures  available  for  Spain 
give  the  production  in  1921  as  402,877,000  pomds  (hulled)  compared  v^ith 
393,759,000  pounds  in  1920.

Last 
year's  crop  totaled  85,000,000  pounds  and  the  new  crop  should  equal  about 
170,000,000  pounds,    Tho  new  crop  for  the  entire  currant-producing  region 
of  Greece  is  expected  to  amount  to  about  275,000,000  pounds.
